This Third Volume of the Catalogue of Oriental Coins in 
the British ]^Iuseum comprises the money of the IMoham- 
madan Dynasties, numbered Classes X— XIV. in Fraehu’s 
arrangement. ‘The metal of each specimen is stated, and 
its size in inches and tenths, in the same manner as in the 
preceding volumes. The weight of the examples m gold 
and silver is stated in English grains. Tables for convert- 
ing grains into grammes, and inches into millimetres, 
as”well as into the measures of IMiounet’s scale, are given 
at the end of the volume (pp. :303-5). 

Typical specimens are figured in the twelve plates, 
which arc executed by the autotype mechanical process 

from casts ill plaster. 

The work has been written by Mr. Stanley I.ane Poole, 
and I have carefully revised it, comparing every com wit i 
the corresponding description ; a duty in which I have been 
aided by Mr. 0. F. Keary, Assistant in the Departmen ot

AUTHOR’S PREFACE. 


In this Third Volume are described the splendid mone- 
tary series of the three great families of Seljook, 
and Zengee, contained iu the National Collection ; besides 
the coinages of several smaller dynasties and individual 
princes. The historical importance of the three Houses 
whose coins fill the bulk of this volume, as well as the 
peculiar nature of their several coinages, demand a few 
words of introduction, explanatory of the arrangement 
here put forward and of the views taken with regard to 
certain contested points. 

In the Second Volume we have met with but trifling 
deviations from the standard type set up by th^ Eastern 
Khaleefehs. The coins of the Khaleelehs of Cordova and 
of the Lesser Spanish Dynasties with the exception of 
quite the latest; the series of the North African and 
Egyptian princes ; the coinage of the Tahirees, Samanees, 
Buweyhees, &c., in Persia, ail follow the general outline 
of the original model. In the coins of the Ghaznawees 
we see the beginning of innovations in the use of the Bull 
type and in the change of the size and weight ; and the 
broad issues of the Khuwarezm-Shahs prepare us for a 
wider revolution in the Mohamraadan coinage. This 
revolution was the introduction of figures of men on the 
coins. It was contrary to the ordinances of ilohammad 
and opposed to the general feeling of the early Muslims ; 
and this may perhaps account for tlie short duration of 
the practice. Its origin is to be found, not so much in the 
heresy or religious inditference of the Turkuman dynasts 
'•ho issued these Figure-Coins, as in the necessity for a 
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medium of commerce for the princes of liitlier Asia and 
the European merchants of the Mediterranean, between 
whom a considerable trade was opened up by the Crusades. 

The Seljookees did not advance very far in the employ- 
ment of a Figure-Coinage. Those branches of the family 
who reig7ied in Persia adhered always to the old pattern 
of the Tlbbitsecs, introducing, however, a little ornanien- 
tation in the form of interwoven arabesque headings and 
suchlike additions. The Seljo(»kees of Itr-Ptoom went 
considerably further. Wc find on the earliest examples 
a mounted warrior, with drawn sword, depicted on the 
copper coinage ; and a little later, Suleyman ii. adopts 
on the obverse of his silver pieces the figure of a liorseman, 
brandishing a mace, and liaving his head decorated with a 
>Saint’s nimbus. Tlie same figure appears on his copper 
coinage, and also a strange device of a man standing in 
the midst of five qiiadru})ods of obscure species. The 
latter type it is very difficult to identify : but the former 
is obviously copied from some Christian coin, probably 
from a piece struck by a Byzantine prince with the por- 
trait of Saint Eugenius, or perhaps by a Crusader with 
that of St. George of Cappadocia. I have not, however, 
seen any Christian coin of this type of so early a date as 
the specimen struck by Suleyman ii. 

This horseman is almost the only figure that appears on 
the coins of the Seljookees of Er-Iloom : and, save on a 
few copper pieces of Kay-Kubad i., he vanishes from 
the date of Suleyman ii. After this there is a long period, 
the reign of Eay-Kubad i., when the silver coins were 
ornamented with many varieties of arabesque tracery, but 
figures were eschewed. The next Sultan adopted one 
fiifure and one onlv — this was the well-known device of 
the Lion surmounted by the Sun, said to be the horoscope 
(Sun in Leo) of Ivay-Khusroo’s beautiful Georgian wife, 
of wliom the Sulpiii was so enamoured tluit he wished 
to put her image on his coinage, but by the persuasion of 
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Ills courtiers was induced to content himself witli her 
horoscope.* The following Sultans used no Figure-Coins, 
if wc except a few issues of Kilij-Arslan iv., bearing a 
mounted bowman, somewhat resembling the horseman of 
Suleyman ii. The Seljookees of Erzen-Er-Rooni revived the 
horseman-type, and also employed the device of a niiiibate 
figure seated cross-legged, resembling the image found re- 
peatedly on the coinage of the Houses of Urtuk and Zeiigee. 

In the Urtukee scries Figurc'-Coins form the rule and 
simple inscriptions the exception. We see heads and busts 
copied from Seleucid, Sassanian, Roman, and most of all 
Ilj’zantine coins. Some of these represent Christ or the 
Virgin ; most of them depict infidel persons or subjects ; 
but this seems to have been no objection to their employ- 
ment. The Muslims wlio issued them wished to make their 
coins intelligible to the Christians with whom they traded, 
and apparently had no scruple in striking a coinage with 
an infidel obverse and an orthodox reverse. The appear- 
ance of these coins is very different from the old received 
pattern. The)^ are large and thick copper pieces : yet some 
of them bear the name dirhem and some are silvered, from 
which it may be deduced that they were made to pass as 
of much the same value as the ordinary silver dirhem of the 
Klialeefehs. The few true silver (not silvered) coins of the 
l^rtukees are, curiously enough, conspicuous for the ab- 
sence of figures. 

The coins of the Benee Zengee closelj' resemble those 
of the Ilrtulpees. They are almost always copper, mostly 
of largo size and great thickness, and generally, though 
not so commonly as in the case of the Urtukces, 
ornamented with portraits or other figures. Like the 
Urtukee pieces, some of them are silvered. 

In the arrangement of coinages such as these, some 
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deviation from the plan hitherto pursued was clearly 
necessary. The Seljoo^ee issues, indeed, could be, and 
are, treated in the same manner as the preceding dynasties. 
But in the case of the Urtul^ees and Benee Zengee it is 
important to keep the tj'pes, — that is to say, the figures, - 
prominent. I have, therefore, followed the plan I ori- 
ginated in my list of the Urtui:ee coins in the Nmimmtic 
Chronicle (1873) and subsequently reproduced in the Second 
Part of the Nimismata Orkntalia (1876). The coinage of 
each prince is divided into the difierent types, and the years 
and mints are arranged under each type, preserving how- 
ever a strictly chronological sequence. The silver coins 
have not been placed before the copper, because the 
latter may with much probability be classed as dirhems 
of the same value as the silver. 

The authorities used in drawing up the chronological 
lists of dynasties are these : for the iHamdanees, Prof. G. 
W. Freytag’s Geschichte der Dtjmstien der Hamdaniden in 
Mosul und Aleppo, published in the Zeitschrift der deuischen 
morgenlandisehen Oesellscliaft, x. 432 — 498 ; xi. 177 — ^252. 
For the Ziyarees, the Governors of Sijistan (so far as 
identification was possible), ’O^eylees, Marwanees (except 
one date, see p. 23). Great Seljoo^ees, and Seljoo^ees of 
El-Ira^, Ibn-el-AtheeFs Kamil For the ^jLakweyhees 
my article in the Kiimismutic Chronicle, xv, 231, fi. , 
for the Urtu^ees, my Coins of the Urtulfee Turkumdm 
(Kuniism. Orient. Part ii.) The Atabegs of El-Mosil 
have been partly taken from the magnificent edition of 
Ibn-el-Atheer’s Eistoire des Atabetjs now publishing by 
the Institute of France in the series of Eistoriens des 
Cromdes: the dates not yet included in this work, 
from the Kamil, from which are also derived the dates 
of the Benee Zengee of ^lalab, Sinjar, and El-Jezeereh; 
and those of the Bektegeenees of Irbil, except the 
last date, which is drawn from Ibn-Khallikan und Abu- 
l-Fidii. For the lists of the Atabogs of zVdhurbctjan 
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and the Selgharee Atdbegs of Faris, the KJiuldsat-el- 
Jkhbar has been consulted in Price’s translation, and has 
been confirmed when possible from Ibn-el-Atheer and the 
ffkforiens Orientaux des Croisades (Vol. i. Introd.) I should, 
mention that the years of the Christian era placed against 
those of the Hijreh are those in which the given years of 
the Hijreh 

For the Seljoo]^ees of Er-Room I have reproduced 
Marsden’s list. There is unfortunately no very satisfactory 
record of the chronology of this important dynasty. The 
coins themselves are often doubtful in date and are 
moreover not suflSciently numerous in several reigns to 
furnish the required information. The historians con- 
tradict each other. The list I have reproduced from 
Marsden is taken mainly from Des Guignes and is, I 
think, the most complete at present obttdnable. But the 
fact that its dates, so far as they concern the last four 
Sultans, do not precisely tally with the data of the coins 
shows that there is room for improvement. 

The three great dynasties of Seljool^, Urtu^j:, and Zengee, 
however, require more explanation than is afforded by 
the bare list of princes. The six branches of the SeljooVees 
and the three and four of the Urtu^ees and Benee Zengee 
can be but imperfectly understood without a genealogical 
table. I therefore subjoin Trees of these three dynasties.

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There 'remaia one or two points that mast be mentioneci- 
in this Preface. The modes of expressing the date on the 
Seljoo^ee coins of Er-Room are often very perplexing. 
Intermixed with the ordinary Arabic namerals there are 
foand signs which at first sight seem not to correspond 
with any known system of ciphers. The difficalty is in- 
creased by the fact that after the death of Kay-Khasroo ii. 
in 644 * the history of the Seljookees of Er-Room is very 
ancertainly known, and that after 656 the approximate 
determination of dates by means of the names of the 
^Abbasee Khaleefehs is no longer possible.

All the oriental numismatists of Europe whom I have 
consulted, with one exception, agree in regarding , the 
form yl as an example of the Deewanee writing*^ 
afterwards employed by the 'Othmanleea, and which is 
merely an abbreviated method of writing the ordinary 
Arabic numerals. The fact, however, that so eminent an 
authority as M, de Longperier declines altogether to admit 
this view compels me, if not to dismiss it, at least to adopt 
it with hesitation and - diflBdence. Certainly there is 
need of evidence to show that the Deewanee cipher was 
in use so early as the middle of the thirteenth century ; 
and there appear to be some signs occurring on these 
Seljookee coins which cannot be explained by this theory. 
At the same time, there does not seem to be any other 
view of the matter which satisfies so many of the required 
conditions, and until some better explanation is advanced 
it seems to me that the Deewanee theory must be pro- 
visionally adopted. 

Examining, from this point of view, the table given 
above, the first sign that occurs is one resembling yt, 
which is easily identified as the Deewanee form of 
though not strictly written. Immediately following this 
is the combination yl which would naturally be inter- 
preted as O^jb but for the difficulty that it occurs 
on a coin (no. 223) bearing the name of the Khaleefeh El- 
Mustansir, whose reign ended in 640. If, however, we 
suppose the engraver to have made use of an old obverse

I confess these results seem to me strongly to support 
the view that these signs are a rudimentary form of the 
Deewanee cipher. It is seen that most of them correspond 
tolerably closely with the Deewanee ; and I have little 
doubt that if we possessed a sufficient record of the history 
of this abbreviated mode of writing the Arabic numerals, 
it would be possible to identify those forms to which I am 
at present obliged to affix a query. I do not say that the 
evidence is conclusive ; but I think the theory is the 
most satisfactory of those as yet put forward. 

Another point requiring explanation is presented by 
the earliest copper coins of the Atabegs of El-Mosil. On 
the reverse of these coins occurs an inscription which has 
hitherto been read—

around which are arranged the words — 

Other examples, differing in the date on the obverse, 
have around the rev. the words 
instead of those given above. (See nos. 498 — 520.) 

At first these coins were always attributed to the 
Atabegs Modood and Ghazee respectively. Prof. Ludolf 
Krehl, in the Zeitschnft der deatschen monjeitl Gefselkcha/i , 
xii, 254-5, thus attributes one of these enigmatic issues, 
and endeavours to account for the difficulty presented by 


the name of Tugliril-Beg' ibn Atabeg by supposing that 
Modood himself took the name out of respect for the 
founder of the Seljookee dynasty. In the nineteenth 
volume of the Zeiiseltr(ft yFrederio Soret took the matter 
up/and endeavoured to show that this Tughril-Beg was 
a certain Kutb-ed-deenTughril (or Tughriil), king of the 
province of El-^Irak, and kinsman of the Selgharee xitabegs 
of Paris, and that this prince struck these debateable 
coins, whilst acknowledging the suzerainty of the xVtabegs 
ofEl-MosiL 

With all deference to the high authorities who originated 
them, I am yet bound to say that neither of these vi('-vs 
appears to me satisfactory. Dr. KrehFs is on the fai-e ot 
it somewhat far-fetched, and is open to the objection that 
]M6dood would never have arranged his inscription in the 
fashion suggested. On these Atabeg coins the words 
around almost always read straight on from the central 
inscription. According to Dr. KrehFs reading then tlic 
inscription is, — 

Now if, as Dr. Krehl suggests, the title applies to 

the inscription ought certainly to be 

W^ith regard to SorePs theory, it should be observed that 
the Tughril whom he suggests was an insignificant off- 
shoot of a petty dynasty. Was such a one likely to call 
himself ‘‘The Just and Wise King of the Princes of the 
East and the West,” and to insert in small letters in the 
corners of his coins the names of the Atabegs of El-^I6sil, 
then the most powerful princes of the hither East? Tins 
Tughril is hardly noticed by the historians, and Soret de- 
rived his date from the exceedingly untrustworthy 
authority of D’Herbelot. Moreover, his name was 
Tughril, not Tughril-Beg; and Soret was obliged to 
anuilgamate his theory with Dr. Kreld’s in order lu

account for this affix. The type of coin, too, occurs again 
(as Soret admits) in the series of the Attibegs of K- 
Mosil, an argument in favour of these coins also having 
been struck by them. 

Dr. Krchl's explanation resulted in an almost impossible 
arrangement of words. Soret tried to transfer the coins 
from the Atabegs of El-M6sil to other hands, and selected 
for the purpose a highly improbable person. There is 
tlierefore ample room for a third view. A careful ex- 
amination of many specimens of the coins in question has 
led me to the conclusion that ^ 

reading. In every instance that I have seen the words 
CJ jire joined. I propose, therefore, to read them 
and the whole inscription

and similarly with the corresponding coins of Gha/.ce, 
making “PPb’ Atabeg. 

In favour of this reading i would urge, first, the uni- 
versal connection between the letters ^ and ^ in this word. 
Secondly, that no princes had a better right to the 
pompous titles on these coins than the Atabegs of El- 
iMdsil. Saliih-ed-dcen was not yet in power, and no 
prince on this side of Ehuwarezm could vie with thcii 
supremacY* Thirdly, that among these Tui'kumans it 
was a common custom to adopt a Tatar as well as an 
Arabic name. Thus the Soljookee brothers Tnghril-Bcg 
and Chaghar-Beg had their Arab names ilolianimad and 
Da wood. Tii!ilinilfc;/(‘eii, meaning (as I am informed by 
Mr. J. W. Kedhouse) “Falcon-Knight,” is a perfectly 
appropriate second name for the warlike sons ol Zemgee. 
1 know it w'ill be objected that it is not likely that both 
Modood and his son Ghazee should call themselves by tlie 
same name ; but, paralleled as this is iu uliuost every 
dynasty, the object ion to me is witliout lorce. 
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For the discovery of the rare dirhem of Kutheyyir ibn 
Ahmad and the general identification of the coins of the 
Governors of Sijistan I am indebted to the research of 
the Editor. 

At the end of the volume will be found a list of all the 
errata and corrections that I have myself detected or that 
I have been able to accept from among those suggested 
ill several reviews in continental journals.
